Claims 1-6, 8 

The inventions relating to claims 1-6 and 8 do not appear to involve an inventive step based on 
documents 1 and 2 cited in the ISR. 

Document 1 describes a lifting device forming structure that is at least partly attached to a 
suspended object and extended for use when using, that is made using a plastically deforming 
material that when pulled extends irreversibly (that is, extends but does not have elasticity), that is 
formed from a plastic belt-like film having physical properties enabling stretching that uses as the 
plastically deforming material any plastically deforming material having stretchability of 
preferably 100-500%, more preferably 200-300%, when stretched at 30 N/20 mm, that has a 
yielding strength of preferably no more than 20 N/20 mm, more preferably 5-10 N/20 mm when 
measured in accordance with a standard method, and whose fixed part is fixed and attached to the

document 1 describes that a resin film formed by fusing and extruding a polyolefin resin is preferably 
used as said plastic deformation ingredient, and that for such polyolefin resin the following may be 
used: a polypropylene homopolymer; a block copolymer, random copolymer, random block 
copolymer or other polypropylene copolymer between polypropylene, polyethylene or the like; a 
blend between said polypropylene homopolymer and said polypropylene copolymer; a polyethylene 
such as a high-density polyethylene, a low-density polyethylene, or a linear low-density polyethylene; 
a blend between said polyethylene and said polypropylene homopolymer and/or said polypropylene 
copolymer; as well as a blend of any of the foregoing with a variety of thermoplastic elastomer such as 
an olefin, polyester, polyamide, styrene or the like. 

Document 2 describes a lifting device forming structure that is at least partly attached at a 
suspended object and extended when using, and is formed by plastic belt-like film with thickness of 
100pm physical characteristics enabling stretching having tensile elongation of at most 600-700 % in 
the longitude direction. 

Applying the elongation and thickness of the film taught in document 2 to the subject matter of 
document 1 would be easy to a person skilled in the art. 

Claim 7 



The invention relating to claim 7 does not appear to involve an inventive step based on documents 
1 and 2, and documents 3 and 4 cited in the ISR. 

Based on the descriptions in the specification, page 1, lines 15-16 and page 2, lines 15-16, 
document 3 describes a plastic belt-like lifting device having a rib for shape retention that extends in 
the longitude direction. 

Based on the descriptions in the specification, page 3, lines 1-2, document 4 describes a plastic 
belt-like lifting device having a rib for shape retention that extends in a longitude direction. 

In addition to the matters pointed out with regard to claims 1-6 and 8, applying the rib for shape 
retention taught in documents 3 and 4 to the lifting device forming structure would be easy to a person 
skilled in the art. 

Claim 9 



The invention relating to claim 9 does not appear to involve an inventive step based on documents 
1 and 2, and document 5 cited in the ISR 

Based on the descriptions of claims [0033]-[0035], document 5 describes a lifting device made of a 
colored plastic belt-like film 

In addition to the matters cited relating to claims 1-6 and 8, applying the colored plastic belt-like 
film taugfe in document 5 to a lifting device forming structure would be easy to a person skilled in the 
art. 

Claims 10-12 

The inventions relating to claims 10-12 do not appear to involve an inventive step based on 
documents 1-5, 6 and 7 cited in the ISR. 
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Document 6 describes an invention for a medicine container, having at a lower part a contained 
fluid take-out opening member sealed with an elastic body, further comprising a medicine mixing and 
injecting opening member sealed with an elastic body at an upper part, having a support ring and 
double-headed needle and protective cap, and having a lifting device at an upper part of the container 
body. 

Document 7 describes an invention for a medicine container, having at a lower part a contained 
fluid take-out opening member sealed with an elastic body, further comprising a medicine mixing and 
injecting opening member sealed with a thin film at an upper part, having a vial guide and double- 
headed needle and protective cap, and having a lifting device at an upper part of the cap. 

In addition to the matters cited relating to claims 1-9, using the medicine containers taught in 
documents 6 and 7 as a lifted object for the lifting device forming structure would be easy to a person 
skilled in the art. Further, in the technical field of containers, covering a cap part and the like with 
shrink film is merely a common method. 

Claim 13 



The invention relating to claim 13 does not appear to involve an inventive step based on 
documents 1-7. 

Document 1 describes attaching a part of hook member to a lifted object using an adhesive, thus 
temporarily fixing in a detachable manner. 

In addition to the matters cited relating to claims 1-12, applying the technical matters for attaching 
a portion of a hook member in a detachable manner as taught in document 1 to a medicine container 
would be easy to a person skilled in the art. 
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
